THE MULTI-STATE CO~OPERAI IVE SOCIETIES 
RULES, 1985 

CHAPTER 1 
PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title and coranxencemenL—(1)1 hose rules 
may be called the Multi-State Co-operative Societies 
(Registration, Membership, Direction and Manage¬ 
ment, Settlement of Dlsnutes Appeal and Revision) 
Rules, 1985 

(2) These rules shall come mto force from the Six¬ 
teenth day of September, 1985. 

2. Definition : In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires - 

(i) ‘Act” means the Multi-slate Co-operative 
Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984). 

(ii) “Form” xneans a form appended to these 
rules. 

(iii) “general meeting"’ means a meeting of the 
general body including a representative 
general body referred to in section 29. 

(iv) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

(v) “Schedule”^ means Schedule appended to 
these rules. 

(vi) Words and expressions dcniiea in the Act 
and used but not defined in (hese rules shall 
have the meanings respect i v civ assigned to 
them in the Act. 

CHAPTER II 
REGISTRATION 

3. Application for registration.—(1) An aplication , 
for registration of a multi-state Co-operatb'c Society 
under sub section (1) of section 6 shall be made in 
Form [ and shall, subject to the provisions of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 6 and siib-ruies (2) and (3) 
be signed by the applicants and be accompanied by : 

(a) four copies of the proposed bye-laws of the 
multi-State co-operative society, duly signed 
by each of the persons who sign the appli¬ 
cation for registration; 

(b) a list of persons who have contributed to the 
share capital, together with the amount con¬ 
tributed *by each of tJiem, and the entrance 
fee paid by them; 

(c) a certificate .from the bank or banks stating 
the credit balance in favour of the proposed 
multi-State co-operative society;

(d) a scheme showing the details cxplainig how 
the working of the muUi-vSlatc co-operative 
society will be ecoaoinicaiiy 

(c) certified copy of the resolution of the pro¬ 
moters which shall specify the name and 
address of one of the applicants to v\hom 
the Central Registrar may address correspon¬ 
dence under the niles before registration 
and dispatch or hand over registration docu¬ 
ments. 

(2) Where any inemher of a mulii-State co-opera¬ 
tive society to be registered is a multi-State co-opera- 
tive society or a co-operaii\e society the chaiiman or 
chief executive of such multi-State co-operative society 
or co-operative society, as the case may be, shall be 
authorised by that board by a resolution, to sign the 
application for registrarion and bye-laws on its behalf, 
and a copy of sucli resolution shall be appended to 
the application. 

(3) Where any member of multi-State co-operative 
society to be registered is a Governments company, a 
corporate body or a socleiy registered under the So¬ 
cieties Registration Act, 1860 (21 of 1860) such mem¬ 
ber shall duly authorise any person to sign the appli¬ 
cation for registration and the bye-laws on its behalf 
and a copy of such resolution giving such authority 
shall be appended to the appication. 

(4) A copy of the resoution indicating the name of 
one or more applicants, who are authorised to make 
alterations or additions to the proposed bye-laws sub¬ 
mitted with the application, as may be suggested by the 
Central Registrar, shall be submitted. 

(5) The application shall cither be sent by registejed 
post or delivered by hand to the Central Registrar. 

4. Registration.-AU On receipt of an application 
under rule 3, the Central Registrar shall enter parti¬ 
culars of the application in the register of applications 
to be maintained in Form IT, give a serial number to 
tlie application and issue a receipt in .acknowledge- 
mcnl thereof. 

(2) If the Central Registrar is satisfied that the pro¬ 
posed multi-State co-operative society has complied 
with the requirements of the Act and the rules, he may 
register the society and its bye-laws. 

(3) Where the Ceniral Registrar registers a multi- 
State co-operative society, he shall isue to the said 
society a certificate of registration signed by him and 
bearing his official seal containing registration num¬ 
ber and date of regisiration of the said society. The 
Central Registrar shall also issue, alongvvith the certi¬ 
ficate of registration, a certified copy of the bye-laws, 
as approved and registered by him, which shall be the 
pgistered by-laws of the said society for the time be¬ 
ing in force. 

5. Extension of period of registration of societies 
and bye-laws, etc.—The Central Government m 33 ^ 
on the report of the Central Registrar, allow such fur¬ 
ther Period not exceeding six months for registration 
of :— 

(i) the naulti-State co-operative society under 
proviso to sub-section (3) of section 7; 
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(ii) the amendaient of bye-laws of the multi- 

State co-opcrativc society under Proviso to 
sub-section (2) of section 9; and 

(iii) the amendment of bye-laws extending the 
jurisdiction of the co-operative society un¬ 
der proviso to sub-section (2) of section 18. 

6. Refusal of registration.—Where tnc Central Re- 
Sstrar refuses to register a multi-State co-operative 
^^iety under sub-section (2) of section 7, he shall 
communicate the order of refusal together with rea¬ 
sons therefor to the person authorised under clause 
(e) of sub rule (1) of rule 3 to the said society. 

7. Subject matter of bye-laws.—^The multi-State 
co-operative society may make bye-laws in respect of 
the following maters :— 

(i) the name and registered address of the multi- 
State co-operative society and its branches; 

(ii) the area of operation; 

(iii) the objects for wliich the multi-State co¬ 

operative society is established and the pur¬ 
pose for which its funds may be applied: 

(iv) the terms and qualifications for admission 
and withdrawal of membership; 

(v) the privileges, rights, duties and liabilities of 
members including nominal members : 

Provided that the nominal members shall not 
be entitled to any share in any form 
whatsoever in the assets or profits of the 
multi-State co-operative society and shall 
not have a right to vote; 

(vi) the consequence of default in payment of 

any sum due by members; 

(vii) the procedure for withdrawal, removal or ex¬ 
pulsion of members; 

(viii) the manner in which and the limits upto 
which the funds of the society may be raised 
the maximum share capital which gny mem¬ 
ber may hold and the purpose to which the 
funds may be utilised; 

(ix) the mode of appointment and remoial of 
the directors and other oificcrs of the multi- 
State co-operative society and the duties and 
powers of the board: 

(x) the mode of convening and conducting an¬ 
nual and special meetings of the general 
body and of the board, issue of notices and 
the business which may be transacted thereat 

(xi) the disposal of net profits; 

(xii) the manner of makmg, altering and abrogat¬ 
ing bye-aws: 

(xiii) the powers, dudes and functions of the Cha- 
adrman or President and his removal on bis 
losing support of the maiortity; 

(xiv) the powers and duties of the Chief Execu¬ 
tive in addition to these mentioned in sec¬ 
tion 45; 


(xv) the authorisadoni of an officer or officers to 

sign dpcumciits and lo insiiuitc and defend 
suits and other legal proceedings on behalf 
of the multi-State co-operative society; 

(xvi) the mode of custody and investment of 
funds; 

(xvii) the mode of keeping the accounts; 

(xviii) the strength of the board: 

' (xix) the manner in which penalty may be levied 
on a member found guilty of breach of the 
bye-laws; 

(xx) the appointment of a provisional board, 
wherever necessary; 

(xxi) the manner of sending notices; 

(xxii) the formation or use of reserve fund; 

(xxiii) the purpose for which surplus if any shall 
be utilised in the event of the winding-up of 
the multi-State co-operative society; 

(xxix) the conduct of elections to the board and 
other bodies of a multi-State co-operative 
society including the number of members to 
be elected by different ccustitutencies and 
appointment of returing officers; 

(xxv) the procedure to be folowed in cases of 
withdrawal, ineligibility and death of mem¬ 
bers; 

(xxvi) the condition, if any, under which the trans¬ 
fer of share or interest of a member may be 
permitted; 

(xxvii) the method of appropriating payments, made 
by members from v/hom moneys are due; 

(xxviii) the constitution and maintenance of vari¬ 
ous funds to he maintained under the pro¬ 
visions of the Act or rules; 

(xxix) the constitution of a repjesentative general 
body consisting of delegates or members of 
the multi-State co-operative society and the 
method of election of such delegates to exer¬ 
cise the powers of the general body; 

(xxx) the mode of conducting business such as 
manufacture, purchase, stock-taking and 
other allied matters; 

(xxxi) in the case of co-operative banks and multi- 
State thrift and credit societies,— 

(a) the maximum loan admissible per member; 

(b) the maximum rate of interest on loans to 

member^: 

(c) the conditons on which loans may be 
granted to members; 

(d) the procedure for grant of loans and ad¬ 
vances and for the grant of extension of 
time and for repayment of such loans, ad¬ 
vances, etc., 

(e) the circumstances under which a loan 
may be recalled.

8. Amendment of bye-laws.—(1) The amendment 
to the bye-laws of a multi State co-operative society 
may be made by a resolution passed by a two-third 
majority of the members persent and voting at general 
meeting of the society, 

(2) Now such resolution shall be valid unless notice 
of the proposed amendment has been given to the 
members of the muhi-State co-operative society in 
accordance with the bye-laws. 

(3) 111 every ca^e in which a multi-State co-operative 
society proposes to amend its bye-laws, an applica¬ 
tion shall be made to the Central Registrar together 
with :— 

(a) a copy of the resolution referred to in sub¬ 
rule (1) 

(b) the particualrs indicating the date of the 
the general meeting at which the amend¬ 
ments were made, the number of days notice 
given to convene the general meeting, the 
total number of members on ihe date of 
such meeting, the numb er forming the quo¬ 
rum, the number o: members present at the 
meeting, the number exercising the right of 
voting and the number voting for the 
amendment; 

(c) a copy of the relevant bye-laws in force with 
the amendment proposed to be made to¬ 
gether with reasons justifying such amend¬ 
ments; 

(d) four copies of the text of the bye-laws as 
they woud stand after the amendment, 
signed by ihe officers d;uly authorised in this 
behalf by the board of the mulli-State co¬ 
operative society; 

(e) a copy of the notice given to the members 
of the multi'State co-operative society and 
the proposal to amend the bye-laws; 

(f) a certificate signed by the presiding authori¬ 
ty of the general meeting that the procedure 
specified in mb-rule (1) and sub rule (2) 
and in the bye daws, has been followed; and 

(g) any other particulars that may be required 
by the Central Registrar in this behalf. 

(4) Every such application shall be made within 
sixtv days from the date of the general meeting at 
which such amendment was passed. 

(5) Where the Central Registrar refuses to jegister 
an amendment of the ijye-Iaws of a mulu-State co¬ 
operative society he shall pass an order of refusal to¬ 
gether with the reasons therefor and communicate the 
same by registered post to the Chief Executive of the 
multi-.State co-operative society within seven days 
from the date of order of refusal. 

(6) The procedure outlined above in this rule shall 
apply to the amendment of the bye-law s of a co-opera¬ 
tive society desiring to convert itself into a multi- 
State co-operative society as per provisions of section 

18 . 


9. Maintenance of registration filed by the society^ 

(1) Every multi-State co operative socity shall nwn- 
tain at its registered address a i^egistration file Con-< 
tainig : 

(a) the certificate of registration; 

(b) the registered bye-laws; 

(c) ail registered ameadments to the bye-laws 
alongwith the certificates of registration of 
amendments; 

(d) a copy of the Act and the rules. 

(2) The registration fib shall be kept open for in¬ 
spection at all times during working hours to the 
Central Registrar or miy other officer authorised by 
him or any member of the multi-State co-operative 
society. 

10. Change in name of multi-Slate co-operative so¬ 
ciety.—(1) The name of a multi-State co-operative so¬ 
ciety my be changed under section 11 so, however, 
that it does not refer to any caste or religion denomi¬ 
nation and is not inconsistent with the objects of the 
multi-State co-opeative society. 

(2) Every change in the name of the multi-State co¬ 
operative society shall be made by an amendment of 
its bye-laws. 

(3) After the change in the name is approved by the 
Central Registrar the multi-State co-operative society 
shall send the original regislraiion certificate for amend¬ 
ment to the Central Rigistrar who shall return the 
same to the multi-State co-operative society duly 
amended. 

CHAPTER III : MEMBERS OF MULTI-STATE 
CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES AND THEIR 
RIGHTS AND LIABILITIES 

11. Conditions to be complied with for admission 
for membership.—(1) No person shal be admitted as 
a member of a multi'State co operative society un¬ 
less,— 

(a) he has applied in writing in the form, if any,, 
laid down by the multi-State co-operative 
society or in the form specified by the 
Central Registrar, if any, for membership; 

(b) his application is approved by the board of 
the multi-State co-operative society; 

(c) he has purchased the minimum number of 
shares and paid the value thereof in full or 
in part in such calls as may be laid down in 
the bye-laws of the multi-State co-operative 
society; 

(d) he has fulfilled all other conditions laid down 
in the Act, the rues and the bye-laws; 

(e) in the case of a jiiulti-State co-operative so^ 
ciety or a co-operative society or the na¬ 
tional co-operative society or any other cor¬ 
poration owned or controlled by the Gov¬ 
ernment or any Govcniment company or 
body of persos whether incorporated or not, 
the application for membersWp shall be ac¬ 
companied by a resolution authorising it to 
apply for such membership 
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t2j No sliiiiJ be eligible lor admission as a

(a) has HOC attained the age oi 18 years; 

(b) iias been adjudged by a competent court to

(c) lias been senleueca a' any uilencc, other 
tlian ohence of a political character or an 
olfencc not invoivnig moral turpitude ana 
dishonesty mid a period o; live ycais has not 
elapsed ironi the dale or expiry ol tnc sen¬ 
tence. 

(,3j Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules or the bye-laws ol lUc inuiu L^vtate co-opciati\'e 
society, if a member becomes or lias already become 
subject to any disquahiications specihed in sub-rule 
(2), he shall be decmeit to have ceased to be a mem¬ 
ber of the society irom tin. date wneii the discjualili- 
cation was incurred. 

(4) No individual being a member of a primary 
level multi-St ate co-operativc society or a multi-State 
credit society, or a niuiti-SiaLc urban cooperative 
bank, shall be the member of any other multi-St ate 
co-operative society or co-operative society of tlie 
same class without the general or special permission 
of the Central Regisuar and wiieie an individual has 
’become a member of two such co-operative societies 

aforesaid, then either or both of the societies shall be 
bound to remove him from meinbcrship on written 
requisition from the Central Registrar to that edect. 

(5) No multi-state co-operative society shall admit 
members within thirty days prior to the date of the 
meeting of its general body. 

12. Individual members in the National Co-opera¬ 
tive Union of India.—The ex-Presidents of the Na¬ 
tional Co-operaLivc Union of India Limited, New 
Delhi who have served their full term of oifice and 
other individuals not exceeding 15 in number with the 
knowledge and experience in the field of co-operation 
may be admitted as member^ of the National-Co- 
operative Union of India Limited, New Dellii, pro¬ 
vided that ; 

The cx-Presidents and other mdividuals admitted 
as members shall not be eligible to vote or 
contest in any elections in the National Co¬ 
operative Union of India Limited. 

13. Refund of shares.--The total refund of share 
capital of a multi-Stale co-opeiative society in any 
co-operative year shall not exceed 10 per cent of the 
paid up share capital of the muUi-State eo-opciative 
society on tiic last day of the co-operative year im¬ 
mediately preceding, 

]4, Nomination of heir.—(1) For the purposes of 
transfer of his share or interest under sub-section (1) 
of section 27, a member of a multi-Statc co-operative 
society may noininato a person to whom in (he event 
of his death, h’s share in innn’c^i sh'bl be transfprj-c:l. 
Sucli member may, from Lime lo tijne, revoke or vary 
such nomination. 


(2) A nomination made by a member shall not be 
valid and shall not In the event of death of the mem¬ 
ber have cfl'ect unless, — 

(a) it is made in w^ritiiig and is signed by the 
member in the presence of two witnesses 
attesting the same; 

(b) it is recorded in the bool s of multi-Statc co- 
operative sociely, kept for the piupose. 

15. Procedure ot ascertaining the value of share or 
interest of a member.--Where the member of a multi- 
St ate co-opertive society ceases to be a member there¬ 
of, the sum representing the valire of his share or in* 
terest in the capital of the multi-State a)-operadve so- 
ciey to be paid to him or liis nominee, or heir or legal 
representative, as tlie case may be, shall be ascertain¬ 
ed in the following manner, namely :— 

(1) In the case of a muIti-State co-operative so¬ 

ciety with unlimited liability, it shall be the 
actual amount received by me inulti-Siate 
co-operative society in respect of such share 
or interest; 

(ii) Ill the case of a multi-Slate co-operative so¬ 
ciety with limited liability, it shall be the 
amount arrived at hy the valuation based 
on the financial ponton of such society as 
shown in the last audited balance sheet pre- 
cedig cessation of menibcrship : 

Provided that the amount so ascertained shall 
not exceed the actual amount received by 
the multi-Siaie co-opevative society in res¬ 
pect of such share or interest. 

16. Restriction on holding of shares.—No member 
referred to in clauses (aj and (b.) of section (1) of 
section 19 shall hold marc than onc-fiftli of the share 
capital of the multi-State co-operative society or have 
or claim any interest in the shares of the multi-State 
co-operative society e7:eeding ten thousand rupees, 
vvliichever is less. 

17. Shares not to be hypothecated.—The sirues of 
a multi-State co-operative society shall not be hypo¬ 
thecated to that society or any other imfiti-SLuTe co¬ 
operative society by the members as a security for a 
loan. 

18. Prohibition on adiiiission of members and trans¬ 
fer of shares on the eve of general meeting.—(1) No 
multi-Statc co-operutive society si all adniit members 
or approve the transfer of shares within thirty days 
prior to the date fixed for the general body meeting, 

(2) Any person udniiLtcd as member and any person 
in whose favour the transfer of shares have been ap¬ 
proved in contravention of this rule shall not have the 
'right to vote at the said general meeting. 

19. Disqualification of delauUmg member.—A 

member of u multi-Statc co-r-peiati/e sociely or a re- 
preseptativc of defanlting member society sliall not 
be eligible to seek clerq'on to any ofiicc in, or con¬ 
tinue, as a member of the board of such inulti-Stato 
co-operative society, if he or the society of which he 
is the representative, commits default in the payment 
of annual subscript^'on or other due to such 

nmlti-State co-operative society. A member, or a re¬ 
presentative of a defcinlting ineniber society, if holding 
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any oliice in a raulti-Stale co-operative society, shall 
forfeit the right to hold such othce with efiect froni 
the date on which he, or the society of which he is 
the representative, becomes defaulter as per bye-laws 
of the multi-state co-operative society or as detennin- 
ed by the board of directors of the multi-State co¬ 
operative society. 

CHAPTER iV : DIRECTION AND MANAGE’ 
MENT OF MULTI-SFATE CO OPERATIVE SO- 
CIETES 

20. Annual General Meeting, -Every multi-State 
co-operative shall hold the annual general meeting of 
its members (referred to in seciion 30) vdthin sia 
months of th eclosc of the co operative year. 

21. Constitution of smaller general body (1) With- 
our prejudice to the provision of >>iFb-section (3) oi 
section 29, a multi-state co-opeiative society with a 
njembership exceeding one thq:isand may provide in 
its bye-laws for the constitution of a smaller geneial 
body. The smaller general body so constituted shall 
e :ercise such powers as may be specified in the bye¬ 
laws of the multi-State co-operative society. 

(2) The bye-laws of such society may specify the 
principle or the basis for costitution of a representa¬ 
tive general body and procedures thereto. 

22. Interim board and general meeting for ihst elec¬ 
tion.—(1) The board of directors selected by the ap¬ 
plicants for the registration of the multi-State co-ope¬ 
rative society shall hold office till the directors are 
elected in the first general meeting of the multi-State 
co-operative society. 

(2) The first gcineral meeting tor this purpose shall 
be held within six months of the registration of the 
multi-state co-operative society. 

23. Notice for general meeting.—(I) Annual gene¬ 
ral meeting of a muiti-Stale co-operative society may 
be called by giving not less than fourteen days notice 
in writing. 

(2) Special general meeting of a multi-State co¬ 
operative society may be called by giving rot less tlian 
seven days notice in writing. 

(3) When a genera] meeting is called by the Cent¬ 
ral Registrar under the second porviso to sub section 
(1) of section 30, he may determine:— 

(i) the period of notice of such meeting which 

shall not be less than seven days; 

(ii) the time and place of such meeting, and 

(iii) the subjects to be considerd in such meeting. 

The Central Registrar or any person aut])orised by 
him mav preside over such meeting, 

(4) The notice of gejtcrai meeting shall bo accom- 
panied bv a copy each of the audited balance sheet, 
profit and loss account, together with the auditor's re¬ 
port thereon, relating to the preceding year and the 
report of the board. 


24. Quorum at a gcxieral meeting.—(1) Unless 
otlierwise provided in inc bye-laws, the quorum for a 
gciierai meeting shall be one-fifth of the total number 
of members or the mulii-State co-operative society. 

(2j xNo business snail be transacted at any general 
mecung umess there is a quorum at the time when the 
business of Uie meeting is due to commence. 

(3) If viitiiu halEuii hour from the time appointed 
lor the ineeting a quorum is not present, the meeting 
shall stand adjourned : 

Frovided that a meetiug wiiich has been called on 
requisition of the members shall not be adjourned but 
dissolved. 

(4) if at any time duiing the meeting suiiicient 
nuniber of members are not present to form the quo¬ 
tum, the Chairman or ihe member presiding over the 
meeting on his own, or on bis attention being drawn 
to tins fact, shall adjourn the meeting and the business 
that remains to be transacted at this meeting, if any, 
shall be disposed of in the usual manner at the ad¬ 
journed meeting. 

(5) where a meeting is adjourned under sub-rule (3) 
or sub-rule tile adjouiued meeting shall be held 
either on the same day or on such date, time 
and place as may be decided by the Chairman or the 
member presiding over the meeting. 

(6) No business shall be transacted at any adjourn¬ 
ed meeting other than the business on the agenda of 
the adjourned meeting. 

(7) No quorum shall be necessary in respect of an 
adjourned general meeting. 

25. voting in general meeting.-—(1) Ail resolutions 
which are put to vote at the general meeting shall be 
decided by a majority of the members present and 
voting unless otherwise required under Act, these 
rules or the bye-laws of the multi-State co-operative 
society. Voting shall be by show of hands unless a 
poll is demanded by aileasi tei) memberc^ present at 
the meeting. If no poll is demanded, a declaration by 
the ChairmanlPresident of such meeting that a resolu¬ 
tion has been carried or lost and an entry to that 
efiect in the minutes of the proceedings sliall be con¬ 
clusive proof of the fact that^sach resolution has been 
duly carried or lost. 

(2) If a poll is demanded, the yotes shall be taken 
by ballot as may be decided by the Chairman of the 
meeting unless otherwise specified in the bye-laws in 
this behalf, and the result of the poll shall be deemed 
to be the decision of the general meeting regarding 
the resolution over which the poll is demanded. 

(3) When a poll is taken, the number of mem¬ 
bers voting for or against a resolution shall be 
recorded in the minutes of the proceedings. 

(4) in the case of equality of votes whellier on 
a siiow of hand'* or on a poll, i{)c Chairman of the 
meeting at whicli show of hands takes place or the 
poll is taken, shall have a second or casting vote. 

26. Minutes of the general meeting.—^Minutes of 
the proceedings of the general meeting sliall be 
entered in a minutes book kept for the purpose and 
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shall be signed by the Chairman of the meeting. The 
minutes so signed, shall be an evldetice oi the correct 
proceedings of that meeting. 

27. Procedure for conduct of eieclions.*™-! 1) Not¬ 
withstanding anything contained in these rules, and 
without prejudice to the generality of the pi.nvers of 
the Central Government under sub-section (1) of 
section 35, the election of the members of the board 
of directors of the national co-operative society speci¬ 
fied in the Second Schedule to the Act and such other 
multi-State co-operative society or class of multi-State 
co-operative socieiies as the Central Government may, 
by general or special order, notify, shall be conducted 
by such returning oiiicer or officers as may be appoin¬ 
ted by the Central Registrar in this behalf. Ti^e elec¬ 
tion in such societies shall be conducted in the 
manner specified in Schedule. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
rule (1) where a requisition to appoint a returning 
officer to conduct an election is received from not 
less than 1)5 of the total number of members, eligible 
to vote in a multi-State co-operative society sixty days 
in advance of the date for election, the Central Re¬ 
gistrar shall appoint a returjiing officer to conduct 
election in the manner specified in the Schedule. 

28. Election of office-bearers.—As soon as the 
members of the board have been elected, the returning 
officer referred to in sub-rule (1) of rule 27, or the 
person presiding over the general meeting, as the case 
may be, shall, notwithstanding anything cotnained in 
the bye-laws of the multi-State co-operative society 
specifying the period of notice, convene a meeting of 
the newly elected members of the board for the 
purpose of election of the President [Chairman, Vice- 
President | Vice-Chairman or other elected office¬ 
bearers of the society, by whatever name they are 
called. Such a meeting of the board sliail not be 
conducted unless a majority of the number of mem¬ 
bers of the newly constituted board, as per bye-laws, 
are present. 

29. Custody of record of elections conducted.— 
After declaration of the result of election, the return¬ 
ing officer, (referred to under sub-rule (1) of ruie 
27) or the Chairman of the meeting, as the case may 
be, shall handover the ballot papers and records, if 
any, realting to the election of the members of the 
board of directors and the office-bearers to the Chief 
Executive of the multi-State co-operative society in 
sealed cover. They shall be preserved by the Chief 
Executive of the society for a period of six months 
from the date of election or till such time a dispute or 
an appeal thereof regarding elections, if any, is dis¬ 
posed of, whichever is later, and shall thereafter be 
destroyed. 

30. Restrictions and conditions for payment ^)f 

honorarium to the Chairman and the President.—A 
multi-State co-operative society may provide in its 
bye-laws for the payment of honorarium to Uic elected 
Chairman or President of the board of directors, out 
of profits, in re'uiect of services rcndeiid by 

him, on such sca?e as may be laid-dowu in the bye¬ 
laws of such a society, but in no case exceeding the 


limit and terms ana conditions liereunder referred 
to : 

(a) that the society's financial position is sound; 

(b) that for its recurring expenses it does not 
depend on grants or subsidies from the 
Central Government or the State Govern¬ 
ment; and 

(c) that the honorarium to be paid, whetner as 
a consolidated amount or m tiie shape of 
daily allowance in respect of me days of 
halt at the headquarters, in addition to the 
sitting fees in respect of board meetings as 
and when such meeiings are held, is limited 
to rupees twenty-five thousands per year. 

31. Central Government or Stale Government 
nominees on the board.— (1) Where the Central 
Government or the State Government has subscribed 
to the share capital of a muiii-State co-opciative so¬ 
ciety, or has guaranteed the repayment of principal 
and payment of interest on debentures issued by such 
society, or has guaranteed the repayment of principal 
and payment of interest on loans and advances to 
such society, or has provided grant or subsidy to 
such society, the Central Government or the State 
Government, as the case may be, or any other person 
authorised by the Central Government or the State 
Government, shall have the right to nominate on the 
board such number of persons not exceeding 3 or 
i|3rd of the total number of members thereof, which¬ 
ever is Jess. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules, the bye-laws of a multi-State co-operative 
society may provide for the nomination by the Central 
or State Government of persons in excess of the 
limits referred to in sub-rule (1). 

32. Additional measures and acts to be undertaken 
by the board.—The board may take any of the 
measures or do any of tlie acts mentioned below as 
may be necessary or expedient for the purposes of 
carrying out its functions under the Act and the rules 
made thereunder : 

(i) placing before the general body the annual 
report and the audit report; 

(ii) recommending the distribution of profits to 
the general body; 

(iii) taking decisions on matters relating to with¬ 
drawals, transfer, retirement, refund or 
forfeiture of shares; 

(iv) purchasing, selling, or otherwise acquiring or 
disposing of moveable property of such value 
as may specified in the bye-laws; 

(v) laying down criteria for determining defaults 
by members; 

(vi) determining the terms and conditions of. 
collaboration with other co-operative 
societies and otliers; 

(vii) 'raiictioning ot cmitracts of any values, unless 
otherwise specified in the byc-laws of a 
multi-State co-operative society; 
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Cviii) appointment of trustee or trustees, attorney 
or attoaieys, agent or agents for the 
of the miiiti-Statc co-opcraiivc Kxiety; 

(ix) acceptance or rejection of resignation from 
the members of the board. 

33. Meeting of the board.—(i) The board shall 
meet at least once in every quarter, provided that the 
total number of the meetings' of the board shall not 
ordinarily exceed six in a year. 

Provided further that this provision will not apply 
to multi-state thrift and credit societies. 

(ii) The meeting of the board of the multi-State 
co-operative society shall ordinaril^^ be held at the 
registered office of such society. 

34. Committees of the board.—(i) The board of a 
multi-State co-opeartive society may constitute an 
Executive Committee and other committees or sub¬ 
committees as may be considered necessary. 

(ii) Besides the Executive Committee, the number 
of other committees or sub-committees referred to in 
sub-section (1) of section 46 shall not exceed two: 

Provided that the board may with the approval of 
the Central Registrar constitute more than two 
Committees. 

35. Constitution of National Co-operative Societies 
Selection Committee.—(1) The Central Government 
shall constitute a body to be called the National Co¬ 
operative Societies Selection Co.amiUee (hereinafter 
referred to as the Selection Committee) consisting of 
the following persons : 

(i) The Secretary to the 
Government of India 
Department of Agriculture 

and Cooperation Chairman; 

(ii) The Additional Secretarv 

to the Government of India 
Department of Agriculture 
and Cooperation dealing with 
cooperation Member; 

(iii) Chairman of two national 
co-operative societies to be 
nominated by the 

Central Government Member; 

(iv) One expert in the management 
to be nominated by the 

Central Government Member; 

(v) The Managing Director, 

National Co-operative 

Development Corporation Member; 

(vi) Central Registrar of 

Co-operative Societies Memberj 

Secretary. 

(2) The Selection Committee shall prepare a list 
of persons eligible for appoifitment to the post of 
the Chief Executive and other managerial posts in 


the national co-operative societies, the maximum pay- 
scale of wliicli excccs rupees four thousand per month 
in the manner hereinafter provided. 

(3) The Central Registrar shall, on (he requisition 
received from the national co-operative society, con¬ 
vene the meeting of the Selection Comniitlee for the 
purpose of preparation of list for the appointments 
to the post or posts for which the requisition has been 
received. 

(4) The Selection Committee shall,— 

(a) take appropriate steps to advertise, circulate 
or otherwise call for the names for the posts 
referred to in sub-rule (2); 

(b) screen the names received and prepare li^t 
of persons, after interview if necessary, sui¬ 
table for appointment for the said posts in 
order of merit and forward it to the Central 
Government for its onward transmission to 
the concerned national co-opeartive society; 

Provided that in the case of the existing Chief 
Executive or persons employed in other managerial 
posts in the natumal co-operative society on the date 
of the coming into force of these rules, who are in 
regular employment of the society, no such reference 
to the Selection Committee will be necessary. 

Provided further that in the case of the Chief Exe¬ 
cutives or persons employed in other managerial posts 
who are on deputation with the national co-operative 
society on the date of the enforcement of these rules, 
a reference tgt the Selection Committee shall be neces¬ 
sary on the expiry of the terms of deputation of such 
Chief Executives or persons. 

(5) The national co-operative society shall appoint 
the persons to the post of the Chief Executive and 
other managerial posts mentioned, in sub-rule (2) 
from the list of persons recommended by the Selection 
Committee. 

(6) The Selection Committee may co-opt two 
experts at the time of'selection of persons according 
to the requirements of posts or category of posts for 
v/hich the list of persons is to be prepared. 


CHAPTER—V 

SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES 

36. Procedure in proceedings before Central Regis¬ 
trar.—'(1) A reference to the Central Registrar of 
any dispute under section 74 shall be in writing. 
Every such reference shall be accompanied with a fee 
of rupees ten for the money claims not exceeding 
rupees one thousand and rupees fifty in all other 
cases. 

(2) On receipt of a reference under sub-rule (1) 
the Central Registrar may elect to decide the dispute 
himself or refer it ^or disposal to any other person 
who has been invested with powers of the Central 
Registrar under section 76 by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, 
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(3) The Central Registrar or oFier persci; deciding 
the dispute shall record a brief note of t've tvldence 
of the parties and withesses v^ho appear b-fore him 
and upon tiic evidence so lecorded and a’l-r consi¬ 
deration of any dociuneniary .evidence pivcluced by 
the partic:-, a decision shall be oivcii m acrcrdaiice 
with justice, equity and good conscience by the 
Central Registrar or oilier person deciding the 
dispute. Flic decision ghen shall b: in writing. 

In the absence of any party duly summoned to 
attend, the dispute may be decided cx-partc. Ex- 
parte decision may, on sufficient cause for non-atten¬ 
dance being shown, be set aside by the Central Regis¬ 
trar cr other person di:C}dnig the dispulc, and the 
dispute ordered to be re-tal^en on the reg’s-cr of dis¬ 
putes i.nd disposed oV : 

Provided that no application for setting aside an 
ex-parte decision shall lie unless made within tliirty 
days from tfic date of such decision and ihe party for 
whose ncn-attcniance such decision was made had 
been duly served with the notice, cr in other cases 
within thirty days from the date ol knowledge of 
such decision having been made, 

(4) The dec^dion shall be commiinicalcd to the 
parties by,— 

fi) Pronouncement cP the decision ; 
or 

(ii) registered post to any party whiclj may be 
absent on the date the decision is given. 

(5) The Central Registrar or +ne person deciding 
the dispute, shall have power to appoint or remove 
a guardian for the party to the dispute, if any such 
party is a minor or a person with unsound mind or 
menial infirmity, and is incapable of protecting his 
interests. 

(6) A duly certified copy of the decision shall, 
on application, be given to the parties to the dispute 
by the Central Registrar or the person decid’nr the 
dispute, on payment of copyire chaiges at the rate 
of rupee one per page. 

CHAPTFR--^V! 

APPEALS AND REVISIONS 

37. Appeals against order of Cemral Registrar.— 
For the purpose of clause (a) of sub-section (2) of 
section 9U of the Act, an apnea] against anv decision 
or order shall be made if the decision or order was 
made by •— 

fa) the Central Registrar appointed under sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 4 of the Act, to 
the Secretary to the Government of India 
in the Department of Agriculture and 
Cooperation, 

(h) anv officer of the Centra] Government or 
any officer of the State Government cl the 
rank cf Registrar on Mffioni powers of the 
Centra^ Registrar hiwc been conferred 
under siib-section (2) of Section 4 of the 
Act, to the AdditT nal Secretory to the 


Government of Indbi in the Department cC 
Agriculture and Cooperation. 

(c) any other officer of life State Government 
on whom powers of Centra! kegisirar have 
been con [erred under sub ceciion (2) of sec¬ 
tion 4 of the Act, to the Chief Director 
(Coopcradoii) in the Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture and Co-opeiation. 

38. Procedure regarding appeals and application 
for revision. 

(1) An appeal under sub-section (2) of section 
90 or an application lor revision under section 92 
sliall be either presented in person or sent by regis¬ 
tered post to the appehalc or revising authority. 

(2) The appeal or the application for revision 
shall be in the form o^’ a memorandum and shell be 
accompanied by the original or certified copy of 
the order appealed from or sought to be revised. 

(3) Every appeal or application for revision 
shall : — 

(a) specify the name and address of the appel¬ 
lant or applicant and also the name and 
address of the respondent, as the case may 
be ; 

(b) stale by whom the order appealed from or 
sought to bve revised was made : 

(c) set forth concisely and under distinct heads, 
the grounds of objection to the order ap¬ 
pealed from or sought to be revised toge¬ 
ther with a memorandum of evidence ; 

(d) State precisely the relief which the appeallant 

or the applicant claims ; and 

(e) give the date of order appealed from or 
sought to be revised. 

f4) Where,— 

/a) an appeal under sub*section (2) of section 
90 is preferred after the expirv of sixty 
days specified in the said sub-section, or 

(b) an application for revision under sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of section 92 is made aber the ex¬ 
piry of ninety days from the date on >Ahich 
the decision or order to which the atrplica- 
tion relates is communicated to the aopli- 
cant, 

it shall be accompanied by a petition supported by an 
affidavit setting forth the facts on which the appel¬ 
lant or the applicant relies to satisfy the appellate or 
revising authority that h- had sufficient cause for 
not prefering the appeal of the application for revi¬ 
sion within the-period mciitionevl in clauses *a) and 
(b). 
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(5) On receipt of the appeal or the application for 
revision, the appellate or revising authority shall as 
soon as possible examine it and ensure that :— 

(a) the person presenting the appeal or the ap¬ 
plication has the locus standi to do so; 

(b) it is made within the prescribed time limit, 
and 

(c) it conforms to all the provisions of the Act 
and these Rules. 

(6) The appellate or revising authority may call 
upon the appellant or the application for revision to 
remedy the defects, if any, or furnish such additional 
information as may be necessary, within a period of 
fifteen days of the receipt of the notice to do so. If 
the appellant or the applicant for revision fails to re¬ 
medy the defects or furnish the additional informa¬ 
tion called for within the said period, the appeal or 
the revision petition may be dismissed, 

(7) The appellate or revising authority may, be¬ 
fore passing orders under section 90 or under sec¬ 
tion 92 obtain from any subordinate officer such 
further information in regard to the enquiry or the 
proceedings for the purpose of verifying the regula¬ 
rity of such proceedings or the correctness, legality 
or propriety of any decision passed or order made 
therein. The appellate or revising authority may also 
call for and obtain from the parties connected with 
such enquiry or proceedings such information as is 
necessary with reference to the examination of the 
records of enquiry or proceedings and the informa¬ 
tion obtained from the subordinate officer. 

(8) The appellate or revising authority shall on 
the basis of the enquiry conducted and with reference 


to the records examined, pass such order on the ap¬ 
peal or on the application for revision as may seem 
just and reasonable. 

(9) Every order of the appellate or revising au¬ 
thority under sub-section (2) of section 90 or 92 
shall be in writing and it shall be communicated to the 
appellant or applicant and to such other parties as 
in the opinion of that authority are likely to be 
affected by the decision or order and to the officer 
concerned against whose order the appeal of the ap¬ 
plication for revision was made. 

39. Application for Review,—(1) Every applica¬ 
tion under section 93 shall be in the form of a memo¬ 
randum setting forth concisely and under distinct 
heads the new and important facts which after the 
exercise of due diligence, were not then within the 
knowledge of the applicant or could not be produc¬ 
ed by him when the order was made or mistake or 
errors apparent on the face of the record or other 
reas(ms on the ba.^is of which review is sought. It 
shall be accompanied by a memorandum of evidence, 

i'2) The applicaUon shall be accompanied by the 
original or a certified copy of the order to which the 
application relates, 

(3) No application for review shall be entertain¬ 
ed unless it is accompan'ed by such additional num¬ 
ber of copies as there are parties to the original 
order. 

(4) The application shall, so far as it may be 
necessary, be disposed of by the ai^Uate authority 
in such manner as may be deemed fit, provided that 
no order prejudicial to any person shall be passed un¬ 
less such person has been given an opportunity of 
making his representation.

SCHEDULE 

1. Procedure regarding conduct of elections to the 
board of multi-State co-operative societies —Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in the rules, and without 
prejudice to the generality of the powers of the 
Central Government in sub-section (I) of the section 
35, the election of the members of the board of direc¬ 
tors of national co-operati\c societies specified in the 
Second Schedule to the Act and such other multi- 
State co-operative societies Or class of mulli-Slate 
co-operative societies, as the Central Government may, 
by general or special order notify, shall be conducted 
by such returining officers as may be appointed by 
the Central Registrar in tliis behalf. The election 
in such societies, shall be conducted in the manner 
hereinafter provided : 

2* Election Programme.—(a) The board of direc¬ 
tors in office shall meet sixty clear days in advance 
of the date of expiration (4 its term and by resolu¬ 
tion detcimine the date, time and place for convening 


a general body meeting for the conduct of elections 
of its successor board. This provision will apply 
mutatis mutandis to such multi-State co-operative 
societies as are under the charge of the administrator 
appointed under sub-section (1) of section 48. 

I 

(b) A copy of the decision referred to in sub- 
paragraph (a) shall forthwith Ije sent to the Central 
Registrar. 

(c) On receipt of the decision referred to in sub- 
paragraph (b), the Central Registrar shall appoint 
a returning officer under sub-section (]) of section 
35, The returning officer shall, shortly thereafter, 
send intimation by local delivery or by registered 
post about the day, lime and place of the general 
meeting to each of the members of the multi-State 
co-operative society. Where other co-operative 
societies or multi-State co-operative societies are 
members, the returning officer shall call on 
such societies to send the lUinie of tlieir Chairman 
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or President or the Chief Executive as a represen¬ 
tative (hereinafter referred to as the delegate) in 
accordance with the provisions contained in sub¬ 
section (3) of section 29 together with the resolu¬ 
tion of the board of the society and the specimen 
signature of the Chairman, President or the Chief 
Executive duly attested and bearing the seal of the 
society so as to reach hitn at least 21 clear days 
prior to the date fixed for the general meeting. 
Where there is no board of such co-operative society 
or other multi-State co-operative society, the adminis¬ 
trator, by whatever name called, of such co-operative 
society or other multi-Statc co-operative society 
shall intimate the returning officer m writing under 
his signature at least 21 clear days prior to the 
date fixed for the general meeting that he sliall 
represent S;uch society in the genera! meeting. Where 
no such resolution or communication intimating the 
name of delegate is received by the date fixed or 
where any intimation changing the name of the dele¬ 
gate is received after such date, it shall not be 
accepted for inclusion in tlio list of membersjdelc- 
gates of memt3er-societies. Fresh resolutions shall 
be required for every general meeting at which 
election shall be held. 

(d) It shall be the duty of the borad of directors in 
office, or the administrator, as the case may be, to 
bring up-to-date the register of members and such 
other registers, as the rewrning officer may require 
and handover such records, register or registers to the 
returning officer thirty days prior to the date fixed 
for the general meeting for tiie purpose of election, 

(e) The election shall be held at a general meet¬ 
ing ol th society convened for the purpose, of which 
not less than fourteen days notice shall be given to 
the members. Such elections shall take place after 
all other matters included in the agenda have been 
considered. For the conduct of elections, the retur¬ 
ning officer shall preside over the meeting. 

(f) The notice of the general meeting shall be 
sent to the meml^rs by any of the following inodes, 
namely :— 

(i) by local delivery; or 

(ii) by registered post 

(g) Notice of the general meeting shall also be 
affix^ on the notice board of the nmlt-State co¬ 
operative society and its branches, if any. The 
notice shall contain information regarding :— 

(i) the number of vacancies to be filled by 
election; 

(ii) the area of the constituency (specifierl in 
the bye-laws) from which the members 
are to be elected; 

(iii) the qualifications, if any, specified in the 
bye-laws for eligibility for membership on 
the board; 

(iv) the name of the returning officer, dale, 
place and the hours between which nomina¬ 
tion papr shall be filed by the members, 
such date being not less than one clear 
day before the date fixed for election or 
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if that happens to be a holiday the day 
preceding which is not a pubic holiday. 

Explanation:—^For the purpose of this sub-para¬ 
graph the term '‘public holiday'" means 
any day which is declared as a public 
holiday under section 25 of the Negotiable 
Instruments Act 18S1 (26 of 1881) or 
any day which has been notified by the 
Central Government, or as the case may 
be, -the State Government to be a public 
holiday for the offices of the Cxntral 
Governmient or the State Government. 

(v) the date on which and the time and place 
at which the nomination papers will be 
taken up for scnitiny; 

(vi) the date and time of withdrawal; and 

(vii) the date on which, the place at which and 
the hours betw^ecn which polling will take 
place. 

3. Preparation of list of members|delegates.— 

(a) the mutli-State co-operative society shall prepare 
a list of members eligible to vole as it stood on the 
date, thirty days prior to the date fixed for the poll 
and publish copies of the list by affixing them on the 
notice board at the head office of the society and 
all its branches^ if any, not less than, fifteen days 
prior to the date fixed for election. The list shall 
specify :— 

(i) the admission number and name of the 
member, the name of the father or husband, 
and the address of such member in the case 
of an individual member; and 

(ii) the admission number, the jname of the 
society, name of the delegate proposed to 
represent the society, in the case of a 
member society. 

(b) A copy of the list shall be supplied by the 
society to any member on payment of such fee as 
may he specified by the board. Where no fees has 
been specified, the person authorised as per bye-laws 
of the society shall supply such list on payment of 
an amount of rupees five. 

4. Nomination of candidate.—(a) Nomination of 
the candidate for election shall be made in the Nomi¬ 
nation Form attached to this Schedule which on 
application shall be supplied by the returning officer 
or any other officer authorised by him in this behalf, 
to any member free of cost, 

(b) Every nomination paper shall be signed by 
two members whose names are included in the list 
of the members I delegates. One of the members shall 
sign the form as proposer and the other as seconder 
for the nomination. The nomination paper shall 
also contain a declaration signed by the candidate, 
expressing his willingness to stand for election. 

(c) Every nomination paper ;=ihall be presented in 
person or sent by registered post, as acknowledge- 
picnt due, by the candidate himself or his proposer 
or seconder to the returning officer or any person 
authorised by him in this behalf, so as to reach him 
before the date and hour specified in the notice of 
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meeting as per paragraph 2(g). The returning 
cfiicer or any officer authorised by him who receives 
the nomination paper shaJl enter on the nomination 
paper its serial number and certify the date and hour 
at which the nomination paper is receiv'ed by him 
und shall immediately i^ive a written acknowledge¬ 
ment for the receipt of the nomination papers if 
presented in person, which shall also bear the seal 
of the society. The returning officer stiall, at the 
close of the time fixed for the receipt of nomination 
I>apers, prepafe and display on the notice board of 
the society, a list of nominations received by him. 
Any nomination paper which is not delivered or 
received on or before the date and time fixed for 
its receipt, shaU be rejected. 

(,d) No person shall be nominated as a candidate 
for election to fill a seat on the board if he : 

(i) is ineligible to vote. 

(ii) is disqualified to be the mcraberidelegate 
under the provisions of the Act or a mem¬ 
ber of the board under these rules; and 

(iii) docs not possess ihe necessary qualifica- / 
tions specified in the bye-laws of the society 
for election as member of the board. 

5 . Scrutiny of Nombation Papers.—(a) (i) On 
the day fixed for the receipt of nombation papers, 
tlic retumbg officer shall, at the appointed hour, 
take up the scrutiny of nomination papers. The 
candidate or the proposer or seconder of each of 
the candidate may be present at the time and place 
when nomination papers arc scrutinised. 

(ii) The retumbg officer shall examine ' the 
nombation pia^icrs and shall decide all objections 
which may be made by any candidate or his proposer 
or seconder m respect of any nomination and may, 
either on such objection,* or on his own motion and 
after such summ^ enquiry, if any, as he thinks 
necessary, reject aaiy nomination. 

Provided that the nomination of a candidate 
shall not be rejected merely on the ground bt ^ ' 
incorrect description of his name or the name of his 
proposer or seconder or of any other particulars 
relating to the candidate or his proposer or seconder, 
as entered m the list of members referred to in 
paragraph 3 (a), if the identity of the candidate, 
proposer or seconder, as the case may be, is estab¬ 
lished beyond reasonable doubt. 

(iii) The returning officer shall endorse on each 
nomination paper his decision accepting or rejecting 
the same as the case may bo, and if the nomination 
paper is rejeettti, he shall record in writing a brief 
statement of his reasons for such rejection, 

(iv) The retumbg officer shall not allow any 
adjournment of the proceedings except when pro¬ 
ceedings are interrupted or obstructed by riot or 
affray or by causes beyond his control. 

(v) The list of valid nominations as decided by 
the retumbg officer shall be published on the notice 
board of the society containing the names in the 
alphabetical order in English and address of the 
candidate as given in the nomination paper on the 
same day on which the scrutby of the nomination 
paper is completed. 


(b) Any candidate may withdiaw his candida¬ 
ture by notice b writing signed by him and deli¬ 
vered in persem or by his proposer or seconder at 
any time after the presentation of the nomination 
papers but before the date and time specified in 
paragraph 2(g) (vi) for such withdrawal. A notice 
of withdrawal of candidate once given shall be 
irrevocaible, 

6. Voting.—fa) If for any area or constituency 
for which election is to be held, the number of 
candidates whose nomination papers have been 
declared valid, docs not e.xceed the number of candi¬ 
dates to be elected for that axea or constituency, 
the retumbg officer shall at the general meeting 
convened -for the purpose of the election, declare 
them to have been duly elected to the board. If 
the number of candidates whose nominations arc 
valid exceeds the number to be elected for any area 
or constituency, the returning officer shall arrange 
for conducting a poll on the date and time fixed for 
the purpose. The returning officer may appoint as 
many polling officers a.s may be necessary for con¬ 
ducting the poll. 

(b) A candidate contesting the election nia>, bv 
a letter to the returning officer, appoint an agent 
to represent him where polling is held, to identify 
the voters and to watch the recording of votes. Such 
letter shall contain the consent ip writing of the 
agent concerned. 

(c) Canvassing of votes by any person at the 
place where elections ur© to be conducted shall be 
prohibited. 

'd) Immediately before the commencement of 
the poll, the returning officer shall show the empty 
.ballot box to such persons as may be present at 
the time and shall then lock it up and affix his seal 
in such manner as to prevent its being opened 
without breaking the seal, The candidate or his 
agent may also affix his own seal, if he so desires. 

(e) Every member|delegatc who desires to exer¬ 
cise his right of vote shall be supplied with a ballot 
paper containing the names of contesting candidates 
arranged in alphabetical ordei- either printed, type¬ 
written or cyclostyled, according to convenience, on 
the ballot paper. Tlie ballot prper shall also bear 
the seal of the society and also tl^c initials of the 
leturning officer and further contain a column, for 
the voter to inscribe a mark ‘X’ against the name 
or names of the persons to whom he wants to vote. 

(1) Each polling station and where there is more 
than one polling booth at a station, each such 
booth shall contain a separate compartment in which 
the members I delegates can record thejr votes in 
secrecy. 

(g) Every member who desires to exercise his 
voles shall enter the polling station with an identity 
card, if any, given to him. The polling officer shall 
identify the member by putting questions to him 
with reference to the list of membersjdelegates eligi¬ 
ble to vote in the polling station, furnished to him. 
If the polling officer is satisfied about the identity 
of the member and if there is no objection from 
any candidate or his polling agent present at the 
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polling station, he shall issue w ballot paper tp him. 
On receipt of such ballot paper, the member shall 
prc'Ceed to the polling compartnicnt set apart for 
the purpose and indicate the person or persons in 
whose favour he excre-ses his v/ote by inscribing a 
mark ‘X’ against the name ot the candidate or 
a^ndidaies, as the case may be, and put llie ballot 
paper in the ballot box kepi for the purpose with 
uUnost secrecy. If ovving to blindness or other 
physical infirmity or i I literacy a member is unable 
lo inscribe the mark on the ballot paper the polling 
oHiccr, and where no such polling ohicer is appoin¬ 
ted, the returning oQicer snail ascertain from him 
the candidate or candidal es, in whose favour he 
desires to vote, inscribe the mark 'X' on his behalf 
and put the ballot p-ap/cr in the ballot box. 

(h) (i) Every member whose name is entered in 
the list of mcmbcrs|dclcgafes eligible to vote, fur¬ 
nished to the polling olhcer, is entitled to poll his 
vote, unless there is a challenge by ;he candidate 
Or his agent against his identity, If there is such 
a challenge abiiut the identity of a member or if 
the polling officer icels any reasonable doubt, he 
shall then refer the matter to the returning officer 
who shall make a mminary enquiry and decide 
the question with reference to the Irooks of tlic 
s<^ciety. 

(ii) The returning officer shall not entertain any 
cnallenge by a candidate or his polling agent, of 
a members identity until the person who challenges 
pays a fee of Rs. 5^ (Rupees five only) for every 
isuch vote, in cash. The letujriiing officer shall 
thereafter entertain the challenge and usk the 
member who has come to poll the vote to affix his 
thumbdmprcssion or .dgnaturc, as the case may be 
on a declaration describing his identity. If he refuses 
tci do so, the member shall not be allowed to vote. 
Tf, on the other hand, as a result of such summary 
enquiry the identity of the member is established 
to the satisfaction of the returning officer, the polling 
officer shall issue ballet paper, and the nicmber 
shall then be allowed to vote. In such cases the 
challenge fees paid shall he forfeited. At the end 
of the poll, the returning olhccr, shall render an 
at.count of challenge fees collected, fees refunded 
to the persons who challenged and the fees forfeited 
to the society together with a brief note on the 
decision arriv^ at by him after ih'i summary enquiry 
in each case. 

(i) (A) If at any stage of the polling* the pro¬ 
ceedings are interrupted or obstructed by any riot 
or affray or if at such election it is no: possible 
to take poll for any sufficient cause, the returning 
officer shall have power to slop the polling after 
recording his reasons for such an action. 

(B) Where the poll is stopped under clause (A) 
or where counting of votes is rendered impossible 
on account of destruction or loss of ballot boxes or 
any other sufficient reason, the returning officer 
shall stop the polling recording the reasons for such 
action in the minute book of the society. 

(j) No voter shall be admitted after the hour 
fixed for the polling ’ but a voter who enters the 
premises where ballot papers are being issued before 


liic close of the polling hour snail be issued the 
oaMot paper and allowed to vote. 

(k) The counting votes shall take place imme¬ 
diately after close of ihc poll. If this is not possible 
for reasons beyond the conirol of the returning 
officer, the ballot box shall be sealed with the sea! 
of the returning officer and of the contesting candi¬ 
dates or of their agents, if they so desire, and 
'deposited .with the society for safe ciuslody. The 
returning officer shall then announce and also inti¬ 
mate in writing lo the candidates or their agents 
present the time and place at which the counl'ing 
shall commence next day. Votes shall be counted by 
or under the supervision of the returning officer. 
l:ach candidate and his authorised agent shall have 
u light to be present at the lime of counting. But 
the absence of any candidate or his agent at the 
time of counting shall npt vitiate counting or 
announcement of results bv the returning officer. 

7, General (a) A ballot paper shall be rejected 
by the returning officer, if : 

(i) it bears any mark or waiting by which the 

member who voted can be identified; or 

(ii) it docs not bear the J:cal (‘f the scfcicty or 

the inirial of the returning officer; or 

(iii) the mark indicating the vote thereon is 

placed in such mqnncr as to make it doubt¬ 
ful to wffiich candidate the vote has been 
cast ; or 

(iv) is so damaged or mutilated that its identity 

as a genuhu ballot papci cannot be estab¬ 
lished. 

cb) If ai'tcr the counting of the vo es is c(aiiple;ed. 
an equality of votes is found to exist between anv 
candidates and the addition of one vote will entail 
any of those candidates to be declared elected* the 
returning officer shall forthwith decide between these 
candidates bv loi uihI orocecd as if the candidaic on 
whom the lot falls had received an additional vote 
and declare him .dected. 

(c) After I he returning officur has complcieU ’he 
counting of vot^s, he shall prepare a i'cturn of the 
results of ’he poTing and fiiall forthwith Jeclaic L!ie 
results. I'hc returning officer, shall immediately 
thereafter reca J the proceedings of the election in 
a coniprcheu^ivc report which shall ft'nu part the 
records of the socidy and shall be binding on all, 
A copy of '^uch a report logetliev with a copy of the 
return of the re^^ulU of poiing, shall be ‘•iibmiMed by 
the returning officer to th^^; Central Regisfrar. 

8 . Mode of election, of members of the board of 
Multi-State CO operative socieucs othei than ih.we 
referred in Paragraph ' (1) The election of the mem¬ 
bers of the board of a mulli-Stafi: co-operative soci¬ 
ety not falling under paragraph 1 slial! be by show 
of hands. 

(2) The election shall be held at a general meeting 
of the multi-State co-operative society convened for 
the i^^urposc^ of which not than 14 clear days 
notice shall be given to the members. The uoticc of 
the general mvjliriu shall be sent to the members by 
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any of the modis spcdfitu iii siih-]'niagi‘ap1i (f) 
paragraph 2 and shall coiitairi inlvrmadun ri.’giird- 
;ng :— 

(a) the number ol vacancies to be iillcd by 

election; 

(b) the aiea or the constinuncy, if anv, i:om 
which members tlic board arc lo be elect¬ 
ed ; ant, 

(c) the date on which, the place and the hours 

at which elections will take place. 

(3) Te board of directors t)r the administrator or 
administrators appointed under stib^section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 48, as th^ case may be, shall prcpaic a hst of 
individual members and delegates of mcmbcr-socic- 
tio: as it stood on the date, 30 day*; jnior t(' d;nc imi 
which elections arc to take place and alli:^ a 
copy thereof to the notice board of the society not less 
than 15 days prior to the date fixed for the election. 
A copy of the said list shall be supplied by the society 
to any member on payment of such fees as may be 
specified by the board, or the administrator, as the 
case may be. Where no fees has been specified, the 
Prcsident|Chairman of the society, or the admini*^tra- 
tor shall supply such list on payment of Rs. 21- 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Schedule, the PresidcntjChairmaQ or the Vicc-Presi- 
dent|Vice-Chairman if they are not candidates seek¬ 
ing election to the board, shall preside over the 
meeting. In case they are seeking election to the 
board, the general body shall elect a member who 
is not a candidate seeking election to the board, as 
the Chairman of the meeting for the conduct of 
elections. 

Provided that in respect of a society falling under 
this rule for which an administrator has been appoint¬ 
ed under sub-section (1) of section 48, the admini¬ 
strator shall be the-Chairman of the meeting. 

(5) 'rhe nomination of the candidates for election 
shall be made at the mceling. Tlie Caimian of the 
meeting shall decide the objections, if any, which 
may be made at the time to any nomination after 
making such summary enquiry as he thinks necessary 
and announce the names of candidates as per valid 
nominations. 

(6) If for any area oc constituency for which elec¬ 
tion is to be held the number of candidates in res¬ 
pect of whom valid nominations have been announc¬ 
ed docs not exceed the number of candidates to be 
elected for that area or constituency, the candidates 
for whom valid nominations have been announced 
shall be' deemed to have been elected for that area 
or constituency, as the case may be, and the Chair¬ 
man of the meeting shall make a declaration to that 
effect. If the number of candidates in respect 
of whom valid nominations have been announced for 
any area or constitucincy exceeds the number of 
candidates to be elected, a poll sliall be taken and 
the Chairman shall then read out the names of the 
contestirig candidates. He shall' thciraftCf record the 
number of votes polled, for and against each such 
candidate, ascertained cither by show of hands or 
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by ballot, as the case may be, and record the samer 
in the minute book of the society. Fhe Chairman 
shall announce the number of votes polled by each 
candidate and the result of the elections which shall 
also be recorded in the minutes book of tlic society 
and attested by him. 

(7) Where secret ballot is demanded by the mem¬ 
bers of the general body, a formal resolution to this 
effect will be put to vote and adopted. The meeting 
shall adjourn for a brief period to enable the Chair¬ 
man to make arrangemems for the secret ballot. 

(8) After counting, the general body shall again 
assemble! where the results of the poll shall be an- 
ounced as in clause (6) of paragraph 8. 

(9) Elections of the hoards of societies which has 
U) be conducted by returning officer on requisition 
from the members: Notwithstanding anything in sub- 
paragraph (0 of paragraph 8, where a requisition to 
appoint a returning oilicer to conduct an election is 
received from not less than onc-fifth of the total 
number of members on the rolls and eligible to vote 
in a multi-Statc co-operative society, sixty days in 
advance, the Central Registrar, shall app^>int a 
returning officer to conduct election in the manner 
specified in paragraphs 2 to 7. 

10. Election of office-bearers : (1) As soon as the 
members of 04 - board have been elected, the return¬ 
ing officer referred to in paragraph I, 2 and 9, or 
the PresidentIChairman referred to in paragraph 8 
shall, notwithstanding anything in the bye-laws of the 
muIti-State co-operative societv spccifiing the period 
of notice, convene a meeting of the newly constituted 
board for the purpose of election of the Presidcnt| 
Chairman, Vice-President | Vice-Chairman or other 
elected office bearers (ff the society, by whatever 
name they are called. Such a meeting of the board 
shall not be conducted unless a maiority of the num¬ 
ber of members neAvly constituted board, as per byc¬ 
laws, are present. 

(2) At the m/ecting so convened by the Presidentf 
Chairman referred to in para^rraph S (under sub- 
paragraph (1)) the inembcri of the newly constituted 
board of multi-State ctvr>peralive societies shall from 
among themselves, elect a member who is not a 
caindidate seeking election to any office, as the Chair¬ 
man of the meeting for conducting the elections. 
The election of office-bearers of such multi-State cev 
operative societies shall be by show of hands unless 
a poll is demanded in which case, it shall be held 
by secret ballot. 

(3) The election of office-bearers of the societies 
referred to in paragraph 1 and 9 shall be conducted 
by the returning officer appointed by the Central 
Registrar. The nomination of the candidates for 
election in such cases shall be made at a meeting of 
the newly constitiiled board of directors. The relum¬ 
ing officer shall decide the obiect!nn«i if any, which 
may be made at the time, to any nomination and 
after making such summary inquiry, as he thinks 
necessary, announce the nnmo.of valid .nominations. 

. (4) If for any office for which elections are to be 
held, the number of candidates in respect of whom 
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valid nomination have been announced, does not 
exceed the number of candidates to be elected for 
that office, the candidate's for whom valid nomination 
have been announced shall be deemed to have been 
elected for that ^ce and. the returning officer shall 
make a declaration to that effect. If the number of 
candidates in respect of whom valid nominations 
ha!vc been announced for any oillce exceeds the 
njLimber of candidates to be elected, a poll shall be 
taken by the returning officer.
